Having  lost  Ms.  Burr  to  Spanish  loving 
students  in  the  east,  Mr.  Ken  Stacey  has  been  added  to  Ms.

With  the  love  of  Latin 
and  Mr.  Duff  in  their  hearts,  Ms.  Reinhardt  and  Mr.  Suddarth 
continue  to  give  tutelage  to  our  state  championship  Latin 
students.  The  lone  language  instructors,  the  ever  swave 
Frenchman  Dr.  Dalle  and  the  robust  German  speaking  Mr.

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Religion  courses  at  IVIemphis  University  School  expose  students  to  a  formal  study  of  religion  and 
encourage  students  to  think  deeply  about  the  personal  and  social  significance  of  religion.

The  2006  season  looked  extremely  bright  for  the  MUS  track  team,  with  Coach  Alston  believing  that 
this  senior-led  team  had  a  chance  at  winning  a  state  championship.  But  to  do  this  they  would  need 
strong  performances  from  Coach  Tyler  s  distances  squad,  Coach  McKay's  sprinters,  Coach 
Harrison  s  throwers,  and  the  rest  of  the  field  events.  Since  the  new  football  stadium  was  being  built, 
no  track  meets  were  run  at  MUS,  a  problem  which  did  not  faze  the  team.  In  the  regular  season,  the 
Owls  performed  very  well  placing  second  in  the  very  competitive  Harding,  Cordova,  Die  Miss,  and 
Germantown  Invitationals.  When  the  team  went  to  Clarksville,  TN  for  the  Kenwood  Invitational,  the 
team  took  first  place  and  prepared  themselves  for  the  region  and  state  competitions.  The  region 
meet  was  the  apex  of  the  track  season;  MUS  blew  out  the  competition,  scoring  over  200  points  and 
setting  five  regional  records  in  the  3200m,  4x1 00m,  4x400m,  4x800,  and  300m  hurdles.  MUS 
qualified  someone  in  all  but  one  of  the  running  events  and  was  In  good  position  to  make  a  run  at  a  " 
state  championship.  The  state  competition  was  tough  for  the  Owls,  who  finished  fourth  overall  but 
were  able  to  bring  home  two  individual  state  championships:  Ken  Haltom  in  the  3200m  and  Lee 
Moore,  Miles  Bryant,  Ken  Haltom,  and  Clement  Oigbokie  in  the  4x400m.  Four  school  records  were 
also  broken,  with  Lee  Moore  setting  the  300m  record;  Ken  Haltom  the  3200m  mark;  Lee,  Miles, 
Clement,  and  Hank  HIM  the  4x100;  and  Lee,  Miles,  Clement,  and  Ken  the  4x400.  Seniors  Hunter 
Adams,  Donald  McClure,  Philippe  Blais,  Devin  Owens,  and  Andrew  Gordon  made  up  part  of  a  stro 
senior  class  that  led  the  talented  team  with  their  plethora  of  experience. 
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OVer  the  last  few  years,  the  MUS  soccer  program,  under  the 
guidance  of  Coach  Vincent  Beck,  has  grown  significantly  and 
is  now  a  major  contender  at  the  state  level.  2006  was  another 
solid  season  for  the  Owls,  with  their  making  it  all  the  way  to  the 
state  semifinals.  From  the  beginning,  the  team  had  some 
fantastic  senior  leaders  such  as  Brian  Evans,  David  Schochat, 
and  Beau  Creson,  and  a  talented  roster  with  a  promising  group 
of  underclassman.  Following  a  strong  regular  season,  with  a 
tie  to  ECS  and  a  loss  to  powerhouse  CBHS,  the  Owls  entered 
the  regional  tournament  in  third  place,  behind  ECS.  During  the 
tournament,  the  team  gained  victories  over  St.  George's  and 
ECS  before  being  barely  beaten  in  the  finals  by  CBHS.  With 
this  second  place  finish,  the  Owls  advanced  to  the  state 
competition  in  Murfreesboro  with  a  solid  position.  Brian  Evans 
placed  a  brilliant  free  kick  in  the  corner  to  defeat  McCallie  2-1, 
but  the  team  was  finally  defeated  in  a  disappointing  loss  to 
BGA,  the  eventual  state  champion.

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The  MUS  lacrosse  program  began  in  f  990  as  a  club  sport  under  the  leadership  of  coach  David 
Gearhardt  and  soon  became  the  school's  tenth  varsity  sport  a  few  years  later.  In  1996,  Elliott  Dent  took 
over  as  the  head  coach  and  has  lead  the  team,  along  with  assistants  Patrick  Dimento,  Whit  Tenent,  and 
Ron  Ansley,  to  five  state  championships.  The  Buzzards  are  considered  one  of  the  more  dominant 
lacrosse  teams  in  Tennessee  and  in  the  south  and  each  year  compete  against  teams  from  states  such 
as  New  York,  Florida,  Texas,  Ohio,  Illinois,  and  Georgia.  This  past  season,  like  many  others,  was 
another  successful  one  for  the  Buzzards.  The  team  went  12-7,  defeating  teams  from  all  over  the  country 
and  in  Tennessee.  Four  of  the  team's  seven  losses  were  by  one  goal,  so  the  Buzzards  had  nothing  to  be 
ashamed  of  during  the  regular  season.  The  team  was  led  by  an  outstanding  group  of  seniors  consisting 
of  defensemen  Blake  Karban,  Zach  Matthews,  Garrott  McClintock,  Paul  Morrow,  and  Russell  Nenon, 
midfielders  Aaron  Khouri  and  Derek  Steiner,  and  attackmen  Doug  Boyer,  Greg  Jones,  and  John  Klinke. 
The  success  of  the  team  was  also  due  to  the  contribution  of  several  juniors,  sophomores,  and  freshmen. 
Every  season  the  Buzzards  strive  to  win  another  state  championship  and  fell  just  short  this  year,  losing 
in  the  state  semi-finals  to  a  strong  McCallie  team.  Several  highlights  of  this  season  include  a  come  from 
behind  victory  In  Orlando  against  the  Woodlands  from  Texas,  a  two-goal  victory  over  rival  Montgomery 
Bell  Academy  in  Nashville,  and  the  destruction  of  arch-rival  Christian  Brothers... twice.  Once  again,  the 
MUS  lacrosse  program  posted  a  successful  season.  With  the  strong  lowerschool  program  under  the 
leadership  of  Coach  David  Gearhardt,  there  should  be  many  more  successful  seasons  to  come.

Coach  Taylor's  2006  Varsity  Tennis  Owls  wererffecPWith  high 
expectations  after  winning  eight  of  nine  straight  state  championships. 
From  the  beginning,  though,  the  team  was  faced  with  many  challenges. 
Having  lost  many  key  senior  leaders,  Spencer  Heflin  and  William  Lang 
were  asked  to  step  up  as  the  team's  leaders.  The  top  six  was  rounded 
out  with  IVIichael  Wills  and  Will  Carter.  But  from  the  beginning,  two 
players  went  down  with  injuries,  juniors  William  Lang  and  Alex 
Addington.  Combined  with  these  problems,  state  rivals  Baylor  and 
McCallie  infiltrated  their  ranks  with  new,  talented  recruits.  But  even  with 
these  early  setbacks,  the  team  expected  to  win  yet  another  state 
championship. 

MUS  dominated  the  regular  season  with  a  17-4  record,  helped  along 
by  key  performances  by  'not  top  six"  players.  Scott  Gwinn,  Joe  Hooker, 
Teddy  Klug,  Mike  Montesi,  Andrew  Alexander,  John  Alexander,  Michael 
Brennan,  Grant  Hopkins,  Roy  Fox,  Jackson  Knight,  Robert  Vestal,  and 
Walt  Wepfer  all  contributed  greatly  to  the  Owls'  dominance  of  local 
tennis. 

With  the  post  season  came  renewed  hope  for  yet  another  state  title. 
The  Owls  cruised  past  CBHS  with  a  5-0  victory  in  the  regional  finals,  and 
the  team  of  Watson  George  and  Heflin  claimed  the  regional  doubles  title, 
and  Lang  won  the  singles  competition.  With  the  state  championship  on 
the  horizon  the  Buzzards  looked  prime  for  a  run  at  the  title.  But  things  in 
Murfreesboro  did  not  go  to  plan.  The  Owls  went  down  2-0  quickly  to 
rival  Baylor,  but  fought  back  valiantly  to  a  3-2  lead.  Baylor  proved  too 
skilled  in  the  end  and  defeated  MUS  5-2.  This  season  was  marked  by 
post  season  disappointment  but  the  2007  version  of  the  Owls  looks  just 
as  promising.

The  Varsity  Swim  Team  had  a  fantastic  year  finishing  the 
season  with  a  71-20  record,  a  second  place  finish  at  the  Shelby 
County  Championships,  and  ten  swimmers  qualifying  in  27 
individual  events  at  the  State  Swim  Meet.

At  Memphis  University  School,  the  Honor  Council,  composed  of  two  boys  elected  from  eaffll 
class  and  a  president  elected  by  the  student  body,  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  seeing  that 
the  Honor  Code  be  upheld  and  that  any  violation  be  dealt  with  fairly  and  justly.  The  Honor  System 
is  directed  by  the  students  because  of  their  desire  to  be  worthy  of  the  respect  of  their  fellow  men. 

Primarily,  the  Honor  Council  investigates  charges  against  a  student  for  lying,  cheating,  or         i 
stealing.  Every  person  in  the  school  is  responsible  for  reporting  to  the  Council  any  violations  of  the 
Code  so  that  the  Council  may  consider  the  case  and  determine  what  should  be  done  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  Honor  System  and  the  person  involved.  At  Memphis  University  School,  we  believe 
that  working  within  the  Honor  System  provides  the  best  training  in  developing  and  maintaining  a

I  am  loving  every  minute 

of  it."  After  the  school  term,  Simon  will  be  traveling  the  United  States  before  returning  to  England  to  study 

international  relations.  He  has  certainly  been  a  valued  member  of  the  senior  class.  We  will  miss  him,  and  we 

wish  him  luck  back  in  England.

After  coming  to  MUS  in  1985,  Wayne  Duff  tauglit  Latin  through  IVIay  of  2006-21  years  at  IVlemphis 
University  School.  At  one  time  or  another  at  MUS,  he  taught  all  levels  of  Latin,  and  he  was  the  heart  and   ^ 
soul  of  our  award-winning  Latin  program.  MUS  garnered  sweepstakes  state  championships  at  the 
Tennessee  Junior  Classical  League  Convention  a  number  of  times  during  his  tenure,  the  last  one  just  this 
spring.  In  his  Upper  School  courses  at  MUS,  he  was  free  to  pursue  his  ardent  love  of  Latin  and  the 
Classics  with  students  who  would  go  on  to  top-tier  schools,  who  aced  Advanced  Placement 
examinations,  and  who  knocked  the  top  out  of  National  Latin  Examinations. 

As  a  classroom  teacher,  he  was  conscientious,  extremely  well  organized,  dead  serious,  and 
committed  to  excellence.  His  academic  standards  were  high,  as  he  expected  each  boy  to  stretch  to 
reach  his  greatest  potential.  "Stretching"  is  not  always  popular  among  our  boys,  especially  in  the  eighth 
grade,  where  we  require  a  year  of  Latin  of  all  students.  He  acquired  a  well-deserved  reputation  as  a 
tough  schoolmaster,  but  the  boys  reveled  somewhat  in  that  persona  and  as  boys  are  wont  to  do,  made 
good  use  of  it  at  times.  For  years,  leaving  the  bus  at  JCL  conventions,  the  MUS  win  song  was  the 
traditional  MUS  "Fifteen  Snappy  Rahs,'"  but  with  "Duff,  Duff,  Duff  Duff  Duff,  etc.  Wayne,  Wayne,  Wayne!" 
I  am  reminded  of  the  description  of  the  deceased  Cardinal  Wolsey  by  Lady  Katherines  gentleman-usher, 
Griffith,  in  Shakespeares  Henry  VIII: 

He  was  a  scholar,  and  a  ripe  and  good  one; 

Exceeding  wise,  fair-spoken,  and  persuading; 

Lofty  and  sour  to  them  that  loved  him  not. 

But  to  those  men  that  sought  him  sweet  as  summer. 

He  was  well-respected  by  his  colleagues  in  the  classical  language  world:  he  served  on  the  Boards  of 
1  the  Tennessee  Junior  Classical  League  and  the  Tennessee  Foreign  Language  Teachers  Association  and 
chaired  the  Creative  Arts  Committee  for  the  National  Junior  Classical  League,  and  of  course  frequently 
attended  conventions  of  those  organizations  and  the  conventions  of  the  Classical  Association  of  Middle 
West  and  South.  He  was  recognized  by  the  Tennessee  Junior  Classical  League  in  1990  with  its 
Distinguished  Teacher  Award,  and  he  easily  gained  his  Silver  Bowl,  an  award  which  recognizes 
attendance  at  over  twenty  National  Conventions. 

Wayne  was  an  accomplished  pianist-he  always  accompanied  our  Friday  assembly  rendition  of  the 
MUS  school  hymn-and  he  played  unflaggingly  for  theater  auditions  every  time  Director  Phillip  Eikner 
asked  him,  including  our  most  recent  round  this  past  May.  He  was  also  an  expert  organist,  serving  the 
Oakhaven  United  Methodist  Church  of  his  youth  as  church  organist  since  1970. 
His  talents  and  passions  were  many:  besides  his  mastery  of  Latin,  Wayne  was  fluent  in  German,  Greek, 
and  several  other  languages.  He  was  also  an  avid  traveler.  In  addition  to  his  personal  expeditions,  he  led 
several  student  trips,  including  a  Spring  Break  trip  to  Italy  a  few  years  ago. 
Richard  Ellis  remembers  him  thus:  "He  was  immensely  loyal  to  his  friends.  He  was  steadfast  in  his 
beliefs,  whether  in  his  Christian  faith  or  in  his  beliefs  about  what  needed  to  be  done  in  the  classroom.  He 
loved  MUS,  and  he  loved  Latin." 

I  will  remember  him  as  a  private  person,  a  man  of  few  words,  respected  by  his  colleagues  at  MUS. 
We  will  all  remember  his  dry  wit,  his  keen  intellect,  his  gentlemanliness,  and  his  quiet  dignity.  His  was  a 
life  of  long  obedience  in  the  same  direction.  Wayne  is  now  at  rest  from  his  labor,  but  his  deeds  will  follow 
him.
